WHAT FRENCH OCCUPATION WILL MEAN 
TO GRIAT BRITAIN, 


Madagascar. although under French wrotec- 
Hon under the terms of the Anglo-French 
convention of 1899, has, atys a Svdnev con. 
temporary. always declined to give the French 
any ciitical rlchts, ‘The Malagesy, Govern- 
ment, fortified by the warllke Hovas, who gave 
the French teonble ro frequently in the Inst war, 
bas sturdity matnteined its Independence. 

The French, by the treaty of 1886, obtained 
the Bev of Diego Suarez as a navel station, and 
thelr effort since hansbee 


thels Influence over the whole of the northern 
pentnsnta go as to make the place a second 
Malta and galn a position which, well fortified, 
weald er&bla them to dominate those seas, and 
eripola all British trade by the way of the 
Suez Canal, Diego Suarez, it may be mentloned,

Madagascar—then her power would be vastly 
increased with reference to East Africa as well 
agthe seas; For ov the north-west there are five 
splendid barbours—namely, Port Roblason, Port 
Jenkinson, Port Liverpool, Port Chancellor, and 
‘William Pitt Bay, Ove or two of them are 
within a mile, the others between three and four 
miles, from the present French western 
toundary. 

* Tels ealdthat French occapation ofthe northern 
peninstla “ would mean that, with ease, Ceylon, 
Mauritius, and tho southern coaste of India could 
be ravaged, and, » bove all, thatthe whole Indian 
Oceen between Madegascar and India and the 
Red Sea could easily be patrolled and held under 
effective survelllance by French war-sbips.” 
Farther, it is argued that such sccupation would 
be followed by French rule in Fort Dauphin aod 
St. Augustine Bay, the south-eastern and south- 
western ports. Thus established, France could 
almost defy the Britlsh savy, cripple the Suez 
Canal commerce, strike down at the’ Cape route,

The intentions of ‘the French, not on the 
northern peninwula alone, but on Fort Dauphin 
as well, are now scarcely dingulsed, The Hovas,

and the agents of the. Repnblic on the other, bas 
Tong since passed beyond the confices dictated 
by diplomacy," says the Madagascar News, 
“and the relations have been marked by not 8 
few acts of natlve resentment. Moreover, the 
Hovas havefor many months been strengthening 
thelr military and strategic postions on the 
island, and accumulating stores of warlike 
material which the French agents declare to be 
furnished with the cognisance of the Brittsh 
Government or, at any rate, by English 
manufactarers, As a matter of fact, the 
tension between the French and natives in 
Madagascar Is rapidly spproachiog — the 
breaking polnt, and {t should. surprise nobody 
to learn that ‘the island had become the 
theatre of a very serious contest which would 
be certain to precipitate awkward international 
consequences, The Malagasy Government Is 
smarting undera sense of Injustice. The Queen 
and her counsellors belleve, rightly or wrongly, 
that the Franco-M*lagasy treaty was obtained 
by a stratagem which it ought to have boen the 
duty of the British Government to defeat, This, 
from the Malagasy polnt of view, objectfonable 
treaty has been erroneously, Ing to the 
native contention, allowed to low up all 
pre-existing trestles, under one of which the 
cordial commercial and general relations subsist- 
Ing between: the natlves and the English 
residents and traders would have certainly 
developed and consolidated.” 

The same paper declares that Madagascar, 
confronted by France with the alternatives of 
annexation or cession of this important strategic 
point may be compelled, in her own Interests, 
to meke the'best of the bad job that the British 
Forelgn Office have forced. ber Into and, to save 
her independence, create a natural counterpoise 
to the colonial strength of England in the East.”
